It sometimes happens that vil-
lages are so situated that the
families of business men are deni-
ed changes that hreak the monot-
ony of long summer days, How
often do we hear “‘Anything for
a change!”" Costly trips to sea-
shore, or to watering places, have
after all, little value beyond the
change it brings from monoto-
nous everyday life.
